SPECIATSCHOOL LAWS 


The bnpreme Conrt Hands Down an Impor- 


tant Decision. 


The supreme court Tuesday ren- 


dered a judgment of ouster against 
the Spellmire board of education and 
thus abolished the special school dis- 
trict on the Hamilton and Butler 
county line. The ccnrt holds the law 
to be unconstitutional and the opinion 
will lay down a doctrine, the applica- 
tion of which will wipe out practically 
all the special school laws of the state. 
The present school boards, acting 
under the special acts, will continue 
t» have a defacto existence and 
authority until tbe legislature meets 
again, unless somebody attacks them, 
when unjer the decision of the court 
they will also be ousted. 


Cosbocton is one of the few cities in 


the country tiut still tolerates the 
public nuisance commonly known as 
tick-tacking and hallowe'en pranks. 
The ancient custom 
as originally 


practiced 
was the amusement 
of 
adults and was usually harmless. But 
it is now principally the work of eith- 
er children or foote. The worst of it 
is done by boys about the age to be 
genuine "smart Alexs." The "smart 
Alex" is a peculiar style of citizen 
who needs a peculiar kind of police 
surveillance on hallowe'en night. 


The old-time foolish hallowe'en 
pranks have ied to what is now regard- 
ed as unrestricted license for vandal- 
ism, rowdyism and riotous conduct. 
And instead of being practiced for 
one night only, it has become a half 
week of riotous carnival. The writer 
knows of an afflicted wom?n in this 
city who suffered nervous prostration 
last night because of the rude conduct 
of some young rowdies who called 
themselves -'lick-tackers." In the 
meantime, while such work as this is 
going OD, our municipal authorities 
seem to go blind to it, and our brave 
policemen let those rowdies run riot 
while 
some 
of ihe officers siand 


around the street corners watching 
to '-run in'* some hapless drunkard 
who 
has 
imbibed 
more 
freelv 


than themselves and who is trying to 
make his way home. 


if t e police are not to protect our 


citizens from vandalism and rowdyism, 
what <ire they here for? If the mayor 
would give public notice that a'lsuch 
offenders will be arres-ed and punish- 
ed according to law, and instruct his 
police accordingly, the result would 
be that parents would Keep their chil- 
dren home hallowe'en night, or half 
week, and there would be no more of 
the nuisance.

123 years, living about two miles south 
of Warsaw, started from his home 
aOyrtly after M* o'clock Thursday 
evening to ride horseback to Warsaw. 
About 8 o'clock Thomas Thompson 
was passing along the road and found 
the young man lying in the road at a 
point near Harrington. Mr. Thump- 
son did not recognize Taylor and 
thinking he was intoxicated, carried 
him to the side of the road where he 
left him to sleep off tbe effects of his 
supposed intoxication. 


Mr. Thompson drove on to Warsaw 


and informed a number of the villag- 
ers of the incident. Several parties 
went out to the roadside where the 
unfortunate man was lying, and being 
dark they were unable to determine 
his identity. They discovered, how- 
ever, that the man was seriously in- 
jured aad that his face was covered 
with 
blooa. 'His 
left 
eye 
*as 


swollen shut and terribly disfigured. 
Later it was discovered 
that the 


man's skull had also been fractured. 
He was taken to .Varsaw where he 


was identified 
His uncle, Lymau 


Taylor, was called and the young man 
was carried to the Tavlor home in 
Warsaw. Doctors Moore and Wright 
were summoned and examined his in- 
juries. At 10 o'ciock the young man 
was taken to his own home. He had 
not recovered consciousness uiis moro- 
mg and grave fears are entertained as 
to his recovery. Dr. Carr was called 
from 
Oishocton this morning and 


three physicians are of the opinion 
that his chances for recover? are very 
discouraging. 


It has not been determined how the 


young man me with his sad accident. 
The possible theory is that he was 
thrown from bis horse but the horse 
was of a quiet disposition and not in- 
clined to be vicious or easily fright- 
ened. Another theory advanced is 
that he was held up by robbers, since 
:he overcoat which he wore when he 
left home had disappeared. This the- 
ory is refuted howeve1-. by the strange 
tact that the $15 in money which the 
young man carried in his pocket was 
untouched. 


He ib a man of good habits and it is 
reasonably certaij that he had not 
been drinking. A cloud of mvstery 
overhangs the entire story which the 
future will probably reveal.

General Botha's Appeal. 


London, Oct. 31. — The Contempo- 


rary Review has published an article 
by General Botha in wnleh the writer 
insists upon Oe ]^j-?i'y of the Boer 
leaders to Ore-it Br.ui.a. He expresses 
regret that the language of some of 
their continental appeals has been 
misrepresented when scanned micro- 
scopically in England, and reite'-ates 
his fervent desire to co-operate with 
the British, government in smoothing 
the effects of the war. General Botha 
says it is humiliating to have to ap- 
peal to foreigners for funds to aid his 
countrymen, and that he believed II 
Englishmen realized the pitiable con- 
ditions of their vanquished foes there 
would be no need to make appeals for 
help. In conclusion, the writer tsrgea 
a general and complete amnesty, 
which, he says, would remove the 
most potent cause of estrangement 
between Brivons and Boers.
